At the same time a similar 
survey will be made on the 
W^st Coast and later compar- 
ison of the East Coast and 
West Coast studies will be 
made. Local dates will be March 
16-20 and March 31-April 3. 

the survey is being conduct- 
ed by the Association of Pub- 
lic School Systems in cooper^ 
ation wito Columbia University. 
The A.P.S.S, has a membte- 
ship of more than 200 of toe 
larger and better organized 
school systems in 41 states and 
involves some 35,000 elemen- 
tary and secondary schools. 

The survey will be based on 
four key concepts. They are 
individualization of instruction, 
creativity, group activities and 
interpersonal regard of 
teachers and students. Teach- 
ers chosen to make the survey 
will use 51 indicators, based on 
the key concepts. 

Teachers from Virginia 
Beach who will survey schools 
in Chesapeake or Norfolk will 
be selected by Bruce McGuire, 
director of elementary edu- 
cation, and Walter N.Carroll, 
director of secondary educat- 
ion. 

Results of the surveys will 
be sent away to be machine 
scored. Garland Jackson, 
administrative assistant to the 
superintendent, emphasized 
that teachers would not be merit 
rated in the survey, "There is 
no way the survey can pinpoint 
any school or teachers. The 
results can r ef 1 e c t on toe sy- 
stem but not the teachers," 
said Jaclcson.

The director of a Navy drug 
control team said, "We feel a 
person using drugs, and wants 
to use them, is unreliable and 
the Navy has no use for toem." 
Capt. George Suit issued that 
statement last Friday during a 
meeting at the Little Creek 
Naval Amphibious Base. 

Capt. Suit, who is director of 
the Bureau of Naval Person- 
nel's Enlisted Performance 
Division, and other' members 
of toe team were visiting Tide- 
water military installations to 
conduct briefings on the extent 
of any drug problem among 
Navy personnel of this area. 

In addition to Suit the team is 
composed of Navy C h a p 1 a i n 
Capt. Thomas Parham, Navy 
psychiatrist Cmdr. Joseph Pur- 
sch, and Ronald Ruesch, an 
agent of toe Naval Investigat- 
ive Service. . 

The team has been visiting 
areas wito a large population of 
Naval personnel for the p^t 
six months, and according to 
Suit toeir findings indicate that 
only a "small percentage" of 
men in toe Navy are involved in 
toe use of drugs. Suit pointed 
out. however, tois "extent of 



drug use in enough to give us 
concern". 

Capt. Suit said toeir findings 
tous far indicate toe problem 
of drugs is "not peculiar to 
toe Navy. The Army and Air 
Force are also experiencing 
some problem." 

He added that indications are 
of all toe Navy men toey have 
found making use of drugs that 
about 75 percent of toem use 
only marijuana, and that -toe 
"basic sui^ly of d r u gs Is from 

civilian pushers*" 

Czft, Suit said "we don't 
have any pat solution" t6 toe 
drug alwse problem, and are 
"trying to approach the pro- 
blem torough counseling and 
leadership to show thitee men 
toey don't have to use toese 
drugs as Crutches." 

Dr. Pursch indicated the 
medical findings of toe team's 
stidy teus far seems to indi- 
ca|e oaly a small perceittage of 
Navy, men using drugs have 
tunned^ to toe "hard drugs". 
When asked what type individual 
becomes a drug user Pursch 
said, "I think the user is pro- 
bably a person who has bor- 
derline mental illiness, or who 



is maladjusted". 

He added that habitual drug 
users are probably heavy users 
of alcohol for whom disciplin- 
ary problems lead to toeir being 
separated from toe Navy. 

Cmdr. Pursch alsoaddedtoat 
toeir findings show that a num- ^ 
ber of young men turn to drugs 
when toey fall to find something 
in toe Navy which toey were un- 
able to find in toeir civilian 
life. __^ 

Capt. Parham indicated Navy 
chaolatos approach toeproidem 
torough toe use of drug abuse 
workshops and approadi the 
problem of a man who feels 
lonely, or on toe outside of 
things, to.being brou^ Into 
Navy life py m ciSeen uA 
or senior enlisted men as a 
deterrent for that man turi^ 
to drugs. ' 

Capt. Parham outlined his 
approach more explicitly I9 
saying "I try to eoqilasize the 
&ct" that religiously, morally, 
or ethically no person has toe 
right to harm his body which 
is toe temple of God.

A complete 
disinterest in merger was 
pointed out at that time, and 
nothing came about to change 
that thinking. It still hasn't.

Much as we would t like to 
see the area developed and more 
money In the city coffers, we 
are forced to concur with the 
state thinking. Remember once 
Virginia Beach Blvd. was a non- 
control led access road entirely 
adequate to the needs of resi- 
dents and tourists alike. And 
that was only about a decade 
ago. 



Liberalizing Abortion Laws 



Probably one ofthe most con- 
troversial mattei^s to come be- 
fore the Virginia General As- 
sembly will be attempts to lib- 
eralize Virginia's 120-year-old 
stringent abortion laws. Enabl- 
ing legislation to a 1 1 o w abort- 
ions in more cases, as has been 
passed inother states, including 
North Carolina and Maryland, is 
expected to be strongly opposed 
in Virginia. 

Fighting such legislation on 
moral or religious basis is 
really ridiculous, but this is 
where most of the opposition 
comes. No one is suggesting 
abortion as an aid to promis- 
cuity. And while it may not be 
such a terrible thing after all, 
a legal abortion is not being 
considered In every case where 
a woman wants it. 

The number of Illegal abort- 
Ions performed- each yeor rrr 
Virginia is staggering, and the 
number of Virginia women who 
go elsewhere for on abortion 
each year is also quite high. 
IrKi'dentally the vast majority of 
to 

those who seek abortions are 
nMponldcy, prognqnt teaoagers, 
or Qfimr unmarried women. 
They ore nwr r led women who do 
nrt wish to have any more 
diildrM^ v^ic^ certainly should 
be their rtgM. 



Obviously abortion as a 
means of birth control can be 
argued on all fronts, but too 
long has abortion been on e of 
those subjects to be talked about 
only in whispers. The time has 
come for Virginia to get Instep 
and take honest steps In liber- 
alizing ancient laws in some- 
way. 

Safe Beaches 

The citizen's committee that 
criticized lifeguard service on 
the oceanfront last summer 
so severely is at itagain. Their 
criticism at that tJme was con- 
sidered to be generally un- 
founded. No doubt it will be 
again. 

Their recommendation that 
the city take over such life- 
guard service completely is 
hardly justifiable, whentheprl- 
vate company handling it has 
done its job as well as most 
seem to think. Certainly there 
may be some problems, but they 
are relatively small. The ex- 
cellent safety record on our 
beaches is proof enough of this. 

But the committee does rec- 
ommend using Crouton for surf- 
ing this year. Now that's some- 
thing the city better be think- 
ing about, rigl^ now, even while 
there's snow on the ground.

Democratic j/rimary race. Of course that 
is subject to change. The question seems 
only to be...When?. It can't be too far off 
particularly since the election is now only 
about 60 days away. 

And with 33 candidates in the race, (One 
dropped out so far to run as an.iiKiependent.) 
the calm, serene atmosphere just can't go on 
coo long. 

^e problem is that the behind the scenes 
mAuevering is not yet con^leted. So far 
only two public alliances have become known. 
George Ferrell and Al Bonnev, bott incum- 
beirts, announced their intenticm of campaign- 
ing together when they announced they would 
run. 

since that time Floyd Waterfield of Pungo, 
Russell Brown of Princess Anne and Dr. 
Clarence Holland formed a loose alliance also. 
TlK>se five are generallly considered to re- 
present the moderate to conservative wing of 
of tile Democr^ic party in Virginia Beach.

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A bortion: there's no simple answer for anyone

Abortion—a dirty word to 
gom«, ft salvation to others, a 
aecessary evil to still others. 
^But the subject is not something 
tbaX persons can ignore or turn 
their backs on any longer. The 
days of hiding one's head in 
the sand to avoid the unpleasant 
6r controverdal are past. 

Soon labortioh, and the possi- 
bility of a more liberal sOwrtioit 
law for the State of Virginia, 
will come before the General 
Assen*ly, The subject of 
abortion and the possible law 
were discussed thoroughly from 
the moral, theological and legal 
viewpoints at a workshop spon- 
sored last Friday by the Vir- 
ginia League for Planned Par- 
enthood, Inc. at Galilee Epis- 
copal Church. 



Historically, abortion is one 
of the oldest ani} most common 
forms of birth control, espec- 
ially in the anMent Greek and 
Roman empires. One of the 
basic questions is whether or 
not an embryo is a life, or 
when life begins. According to 
rulings of the Catholic Church 
today, life begins at conception, 
thus abortion is murder. How- 
ever, Pope Innocent HI many 
centuries ago said that an em- 
bryo is not a child. Until the 
Civil War there were no lanjrs 
against abortion. 

The law in Virginia is 120 
years old. It permits abortion 
when the life of the mother is 
in danger or the mother is 
suicidal. A person performing 
an illegal abortion is liable to 
a 1-10 year prison sentence. 
A more liberal law in Virginia 
is favored by the American

Speaking on the theological 
aspects of abortion was Ihe 
Rev. David Lamont, Episcopal 
minister from Portsmouth. 
"We're tampering with life. Is 
abortion murder? If it's legal, 
it's" not murder, illegal it is. 

"Murder is taking,a life ill- 
egally. What you have to decide 
is this. Is the life of a fetus 
the same as a person who is 
already born? You can knock 
this around for ages.^' 

Charles H. Howard of Rich- 
mond, executive director of the 
Virginia League for Planned 
Parenthood, Inc., commented, 
"Many ministers now feel that 
the greatest sin is bringing a 
child intoi the world and not 
. being able to take care of it." 

He added that with the pop- 
ulation eiqplosion, 80,000 child- 
ren are born eadi year and "at 
least 30,000 are not wanted. 

"If ve'rq regJly .concerned 
with life, why don't we pass 
laws setting the speed limits 



at four or five miles an hour 
even on freeways? With the 
tax and population burden, the 
quality of life is slowly start- 
ing to drop." 

Howard said that one argu- 
ment against a liberalized 
abortion law is that it would 
promote promiscuity. "How can 
we promote promiscui^ when 
it is being done so well by 
television and movies. The ta- 
teresting thing is trying to 
change physicians' ideas on 
this." 

"You can tuive tm awful lot 
of complications from interrup- 
ting pregnancies," commented 
Dr. B. L. Warren, Jr., an obs- 
tetrician and gynecologist, "As 
far as I'm concerned, abortion 
is a poor method of birth con- 
trol. With all tile methods we 
have available today, this should ' 
be a last resort." 

A Virginia Beach PubliO 
Health Department nurse who 
asked that her name l>e withheld 
said that the Congressional in- 
vestigation into the safety of 
birth control pills has caused 
many of the Public Health De- 
partment's clients to stop taking 
them. "We've got three pages 
of people who have stopped caking 



them since September, By the 
time they read the latest art- 
icles and come to the conclusion 
that the pills are safe it'll be 
too late. Some have been taking 
them for three or four years. 

I bet we have at» least 40 un- 
wanted pregnancies from this. 
It's a newspaper scare. They 
only seem to print the bad side. 
What they didn't mention is that 
a certain percentage of women 
will develop cancer of the uterus 
anyway. One of our top prior- 
ities is family planning." 

Dr, Warren added, "The oral 
contraceptives are the most 
effective birth control means 
available. The side effects have 
all been known to pbysioians 
for many years. They're still 
my first choice unless the 
patient has some condition that 
counterindicates it. 

According to a Gallup Poll 
of the state on the subject, 30% 
of the CathoUcs and 40% of the 
Protestants £avor a changed 
abortion law. 

The Rev, John Jordan, pastor 
of Galilee Episcopal Churdu 
said, "I don't think it's reason- 
aoie to talk about murder on 
a reli^ous plain or a legal plain 
and switch it back and forth. 



I think the best answer is from 
a young woman who came to 
me fof counseling. She said the 
question should be 'Do I think 
that living is more important 
than not livin g?'.".

According to Howard the fig- 
ures speak for themselves. He 
said that in 1967, ttiere were 
21,000 women in Virginia who 
sought abortions. Another 4,000 
came to doctors for treatment 
after having abortions. Between 
1962 and 1966 the number of 
legal abortions was up 28% and 
the illegal 67% (Uiose reported, 
that is). 

Worldwide, there are an est- 
imated 30 million abortions a 
year, or about one for ever 
four live births. Abortion is 
legal in England, Japan, and 
most Socialist countries. Of 
those performed in England, 
20% of the women come from 
outside that country. 

Ten states now have laws 
which permit abortions in cases 
of rape, incest or the mental 
bealiQi of the mother. In NorQi 
Carolina, the need must be 
certified by three {Aysidans 
(no psyddatrist required), plus 
a four-month residency is re- 
quired. However, the residoicy 
law is notstrictty enforced. No 
rpportlof •-abortions is made*

According lo statistics, 70- 
80% of the women seeking abor- 
tions are piarried and have sev- 
eral children.

Dr, HoUand said that "all 
of a sudden" the idea of pop- 
ulation has taken on a new in- 
terest throughout the world. 
He predicted that the present 
world population of 4 billion 
will increase to 6-7 billion by 
the year 2000 If the present 
rate continues, 

"What can we do?" he asked, 
"There is a roll that all citi- 
zens and any group can play in 
this population movement. 
Here are people (indicating the 
Virginia League for Planned 
Parenthood, Inc. officials) 
dealing wifli a social problem. 
It is recognized by tiie federal 
govemroent." 

He sakl ttiat 800,000 women 
are now beii^ served in birth 
control clinics, "but 5 mUllcHi 
need but don't have" birth con- 
trd mettiods. "Look and think 
wtere ira mre 5-10 years ago. 
ff we've had to overcome state 



laws and local deterrents to 
bring this information to peo- 
ple that need it then we have 
made progress,..we must re- 
direct our actions to moving 
forward and extending and ex- 
panding progress and informa- 
tion to every person in the 
U. S. There isn't a community 
in Uie United States today that 
doesn't have to wori^ about 
population." 

He said that ultimately the 
source of a nation's greatness 
is the individual, and each 
i BUSt be given the opporhiidty 
to reach the ultimate level 
^possible for that person, "We 
"^ must get planned parenthood 
information to all." 

He said th^ when he visited 
Calcutta, India several years 
ago he was struck by the 
"waves ami waves df people, 
all day and all ni^t, hundre<te 
and thousands of people...peo- 
ple sleeping on the sidewalk at 
midday. They lad no place else 
to go. TOs is a shocking ex- 
perience, 

"We made one mistake in 
makii^ ow five year iflan for 
sndi anl sucirii place. We for- 
1^ to take the poi»ilation into 
coiffiideratton."

llie tiimd of the wine snob is 
likely to turn up anywhere, but 
the comnumest place is at the 
table, where an extreme type 
can get so busy practicing rules 
that he may well forget to enjoy 
bis vine., 

Most wine lovers will have 
none of the humbug, and only 
follow the few simple practices 
from which all the flowery non- 
sense springs. These small 
niceties can add to the enjoy- 
ment of an excellent wine, but 
forgetting them can do very 
little l^m either. 

According to W a 1 1 e r S. Tay- 
lor, Assistant Managing Dir- 
ector of Pleasant Valley Wine 
Company, there are some basic 
hows and whys that help most 
people enjoy their wine, be- 
cause they are practical and 
reasonable advice: 

1. Red Wines served at a 
temperature between 60 mi 70 
degrees will reveal their char- 
acters most fully, because the 
elements that cause aroma and 
taste are most active. This is 
sometimes generalized into 
"room temperature" because 
English rooms got this chilly 
when the "rule was formulated. 

2. White wines do themselves 
proudest when served chilled 
to 45 to 55 degrees. Their 
flavors depend on different ele- 
ments than the reds do, because 
the grapes have different char- 
acteristics, and the method of 
fermentation differs, too. 

3. Champagnes should, be 
chilled at least to 50 degrees, 
both for the sake of flavor and 
because cold keeps the bubbles 
from escaping too fast, i

4. A glass that is smaller 
at the lip than it is in its 
middle has one advantage for 
most wines, the aroma or bou- 
quet of the wine will be in- 
tensified in the air space left 
when such' a glass Is poured 
half-ftiU. The Inhalation of a 
fiiife wine bouquet is a sub- 
stantial part of its enjoyment. 
An ei^it-ounce glass half-fUll 
i0\\ holds enough wine for a 
man to take a healthy draught.

Trees which are used for 
shade or landscaping around the 
home will grow quite well with 
very little care. This is fortun- 
ate because most of us have 
enough problems without play- 
ing nursemaid to some temper- 
amental trees. 

You may need to consider 
fertilization to maintain the 
good green color and a suitable 
growth ^ate of your trees. This 
does not mean that regular and 
heavy applications of fertilizer 
are needed. On most fertile, 
well-drained soils your trees 
will make satisfactory growth 
with little or no addition of 
fertilizer. 

It is easy to determine If 
your trees need fertilizer. If 
they have healthy green leaves, 
and make good twig growth, 
you can relax. They are ^paf-l 
ently getting all the nutrients 
they need from the soil and the 
fertilizer you apply to your 
lawn. Excessive vigor, which is 
evident by lush green leaves 
and long shoot growth, is un- 
dersirable. 

If the leaves are small and 
light green in color, and the 
annual twig growth is quite 
short, extra fertilizer should 
be applied. For each tree, use 
two pounds of 5-10-5 formula 
for ^ach indi of trunk diameter 
measured three feet above the 
gm^und. In measuring your fer- 
tilizer one pint equals about 
one pound. i • 

Apply the fertilizer to your 
jirnamental trees about one 
month before the average date 
of the last spring frost in your 
area. If you don't get aroiuid 
to it this spring, you can apply 
it about one month after the 
first ftost to the fall. — . 

The easiest and most prac- 
tical mettiod of ai^licat^on is 
to broadcast the fertilizer over 
the area of greatest concentra- 
tion of feeder roots. These are 
located in a band around the 
tree starting about two feet 
from the trunk and extending out 
several feet j)$ypnd tb<^ end^ 



soils may benefit from having 
fertflizer {daced in holes around 
the tree. The holes should be 
about 15 inches deep, one or 
two inches in diameter, and 
18 to 24 inches apatt. They 
should be spaced uniformly over 
the area of greatest root .con- 
centration. 

Apply the fertilizer at the 
rate erf three pounds of 5-10-5 
formula for each inch of trunk 
diameter thi^ee feet above the 
ground. Mix the fertilizer with 
equal parts of dry soil or sand 
and fill each hole t6 within 6 
inches of the top. Water maybe 
used to cause the fertilizer to 
move out into the soil around 
each hole. Fill the top portion 
of each hole with rich garden 
loam.

This will help conserve soil 
moisture and allow the lawn 
to be mowed easily without dan- 
ger of damage to the trunk.

"Losing control ot a vehicle 
on slippery surfaces may be 
due to either unsafe equipment 
such as poor tires or to unsafe 
ha^Uing of the car such as 
speed, too fast for existing con- 
ditions. In either case, the re- 
sult may prove disastrous for 
the driver and his passengers, 
and for other mc^rists near 
him at the time be loses con- 
trol." ^ 

Chairman Johnson further 
wamU: 

"Show tires help under many 
snow conditions, but they cannot 
replace reinforced tire chains 
on deep snow or glare ice. 
National Safety Council teste 
have shown that reinforced tire 
chains provide 313 per cent 
better traction than replar 
tires on snow, and 409 per cent 
more traction on ice. Especially 
in hilly country, chains provide 
needed pulling power through 
de^ snow,onhard-packedsnow 
and on glare ice. 

"Stopping ability, too, is 
affected by the type and con- 
dition of tires being used and 
whether brakes are adjusted 
for equal pressure. Cm dry 
pavemrat, a car with regular 
tires going 20 miles an tou- 
can be stc^jped within 21 feet. 
On loosely packed snow it takes 
60 feet, aiid on glare ice it 
takes nearly 200 feet. Snow tires

to 52 feet on snow and 174 
feet on ice.

Virginia Beach City Council 
Monday moved quickly throu^ 
a long zoning docket, but failed 
to take action on the more con- 
troversial Items. They were 
deferjttdfor 6 0i!ays. 

An appllcatioii for zotSJai 
changes for multiple family 
housing and commerdai I>ro- 
pertles by E. V. Williams Co. 
and Associates was deferred 
until access problems for ad- 
Joining property owners and 
school problems couldbe work- 
ed out. The aresl involved is 
off Baker Road near Lawsoh 
Forest. 

The application of F. Wayne 
McLeskey for the right to build 
townhouses at the entrance to 
Chesopeian Colony was i^ain 
deferred while the developer 
and the civic league of the ar^ 
attemirt to come to agreement. 

The reinstatement of a use 
permit by Clyde Collier for a 
service station on Independence 
Blvd. at Tulip Drive was de- 
ferred t)ecause of planning comr- 
mission recommendation for 
denial wA civic league opposi- 
tion. Hie original use permit 
ran out in November. 

Also delayed for 60 dajfs 
was the application of JamesV. 
Blckford for a use permit to 
fill an existing borrow pit near 
Baker Road and Northampton 
Blvd. The amplication was de- 
layed while investigation is 
made of possible pollution of 
water su];^lies and other heaJ& 
hazards.

Everybody WouldBenefit 
From Racing Says Study 



According to a report on pari- 
mutuel wagering and the Vir- 
ginia Beach economy released 
at Monday's Planning Commis- 
sion meeting, horse and dog 
racing today is "thSTiunflwr 
one spectator sport in America 
attracting over 77 million pa- 
trons in 1968." 

Although the report cautions 
that pari mutuel betting is not 
a panacea for solving all the 
city's ftnancial problems, still, 
the expected revenue from 
raciiig would certainly lighten 
the financial burden. According 
to figures in the report, the 
revenue from betting could pro- 
vide 21% of the city's income 
(exclusive of State and Fed- 
eral funds) with far reaching 
effects on the economy besides. 

Pari mutuel betting is noth» 
ing new in Virginia Beach. It 
was long a dream of former 
City Manager Russell Hatdiett. 
The report points out that it 
was first suggested 70 years 
ago here and, "the original 
resort community which de- 
veloped along the ocean tnxA 
before the turn of the century 
fully expected to attract and 
eni^ horse racing. The Nof- 
foQc and Southern Railway Line 
stretching from Broad Credcto 
the Attantic Ocean was built 
to transport toux'ists from Nor- 
folk to the beaches and a race 
track to be located at tiie east- 
ern terminus of the rail line." 

Not only would Virginia Beach 
reap the benefits financially (an 
estimated iS^iii^&^oAiiimmt 
and an estimated $5,560,950 
Imum tax, revenue) tutben- 
■^ 

VMtloii 4D^histrtes. la addltloD 
an estimated 800 new Jobs wotdd 
be created. «

standardbred and greyhound 
racing for the longest, and most 
profitable, racing-season. 

Thoroughbred racing would 
enjoy a SO-dayjfeasonfromlate^ 
January until mid-March. Hie 
report state! -that Virginia 
Beach would enjoy a geograph- 
ical advantage relative to other 
thoroughbred tracks since' 
"thoroughbred racing is not 
offered north of Oldsmar, Fla., 
or south of Bowie, Md., a dis- 
tance of 900 miles and roughly 
20 million people. This untapped 



market for thoroughbred pa- 
trons would mean a size^le 
contribution to annual attend- 
ance. During 1968, total attend- 
jnce nationally at tboroug^red 
trnto alone totaled 39,859,000 
for 4,579 racing days, an aver- 
age of 8,700 patrons per race 
nationally," ^ 

According to esBms^es, Vir- 
ginia Beach could draw 9,000 
average daily attendance for 
thoroughbred racing in the first 
year of operation. The average 
wager per patron would roughly 




equal tbe national average el 
$85.38 ttie report says. 

In adklltion to reveime from 
a betting pool, and Ucenseleta, 
there would be an estbaatoa 
real estate tax of $84,140 on 
the fra^ (which wouia bc^ 
10,000 specUitors.). 

According to the rq)ort, rtafr- 
dardbred racing coidd operate 
successfully ttom Mardi 
through May "taking advantage 
of the extremely favonble 
weather conditions Vlrgli^ 
Beach enjoys over other racing 
areas." An estimated 6,000pa- 
trons a day wagering an aver- 
age of $60 per person during 
a 70-day season. There would 
be an additional $76,600 in real 
estate taxes, plus the afore- 
mentioned taxes. 

During the summer montbf 
greyhound racing could (^rate 
at nig^. According to the r epoH, 
"In addition to toe Tldewsier 
area demand pool, dog radng 
could successfully draw patrons 
from tiie Richmond, Peters- 
burg, Hopewell Metro regi<m» 
well as benefiting fi-om tourists 
from Colonial WlUiamsburg. 
Campers who flodc to Seashore 
State Park and toe numerous 
commercial campgmm^ould 
also eenstttote a largeipU«itial 
patron pooU.

Suit Filed By Father

Rufus S. Kight, Jr., has filed 
a $76,000 wrongfiil death suit 
as tiM result of a boating ac- 
cident which claimed the life 
of his son last May 8 on the 
overcast waters of Llnkhorn 
Bay. 

The suit contends lA-^yeu- 
old Douglas Haycox, of Cry- 
stal Parkway, was careless and 
negligent In the operation of 
his \xxkt when it strudc another 
outboard boat la which 11- 
year-old Wayne Cason Kight 
was a passenger. Young Kight 
reportedly received afractur- 



" ed skull and broken neck in the 
accident. He was pronounced 
dead when he arrived At Vir- 
ginia Beach General Hospital. 

Haycox, of Oriole Drive, vp" 
peared In Juvenile and Dom- 
estic, Relations Court on a 
charge of manslaughter as a 
result of the accident. The 
charg6 however was dismissed, 
and he was found to be wltjiln 
the purview of the court on a 
charge of reckless boatii^ and 
placed on an indeterminate 
term of supervised proba^on> 
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Deferred 

Although a report on pari 
mutual wagering was the main 
item of interest at Monday's 
planning commission meeting, 
there was also the usual objec- 
tions to apartments because of 
schools.

The city Planning Commis- 
sion study of para-mutuel rac- 
ing and the prospective bene- 
fits to Virginia Beach pose a 
most mouth-watering possibi- 
lity. 

Long has It been said that 
the revenue that could be gain- 
ed from a racetrack in the re- 
sort city would be a fine me- 
thod of easing the tax burden 
to Virginia Beach residents.

Editor, VIRGINIA BEACH SUN: 
The members of the Virginia 
Beach Committee to Aid Ws^er 
Safety are pleased with the 
continued support of the "Sun" 
in recommending an extension 
of all-day surfing to the Croi^an 
area. We are surprised, how- 
ever, at the reversal of your 
editorial policy on the safety 
of our public beaches. 

In an editorial published July 
24, 1969 (after C.A.W.S. had 
made a copy of the "Water 
Safety Report" available to ttie 
City Council and to the local 
news media), the Sun said 
"(The) report to tee City Coun- 
cil of a time and motion study 
made of existing beach safety 
and lifeguards was not very 
pleasant reading. It was,infact, 
rather fri^tening." The Sun 
went on to declare that the Water 
Safety Report does "leave... 
many reasons to dotdit we are 
receivii^ tte very best protec- 
tion now." Contrast those state- 
ments iiith your recent editor- 
ial: "CertiJnly there may l)e 
some problems, but th^ are 
rela^vely small." If the Sun is 
privy tosome information whidi 
wouU Justify its change of l^ut, 
the Committee would ai^reciate 
its jMi}li«ition. Perl^vs ttieCity 
governm^ would also conskier 
ptl)ltshl!% the study maSx by 
ttie Assistent City Mauiger, 
which was iiMended to verify or 
disprove the "Water ^^ Re- 
port."

Buildingr 
Slows Down 

Following a year in which 
new comtruction records were 
set in Vir^ia Beach, 1970 is 
off to a slow start. 

While the $2,753,069 figure 
is not necessarily so low for 
new construction in January 
of this year. It does fall below 
last year and all other Jan- 
uaryis since merger in 1963. 
And it also marks the first 
time in 14 months that the 
figure has fallen below $3 mil- 
lion. 

The drop is based by city 
officials and representatives of 
the building industry on tight 
money, high interest rates and 
unusually cold weather. Matters 
are ei^ected to improve this 
year, but building officials are 
not optimistic about a banner 
year in the resort city. 

Multi-fkmily structures 
showed the most drop. Only 19 
units were started in January, 
at a value of $171,100. Many 
apartment and townhotse appli- 
cations are pending, however. 
A total of 52 new homes, con- 
sidered good for this time of 
year, were begun, at a value of

Coinddei^ly, his death fell 
on the date of the pagha Feast 
of LiQsercalia, which, aceonUitf 
to "Water's Dictionary", was^ 
a ceremony (Atserved on Feb. 
15 In whl(di die priests of Faimus 
made a circuit of tbs Palatine 
HiU, striking with goatskin 
tiiongs all women encountered^ 
a ritebeli«vedtoensure fertility 
and easy (lelivery. 

As part of the celebration, 
Roman maidens deposited their 
names ih a giant urn in the 
public square. Each youiw man 
drew a card and ttien spent 
the year oourting file girls who 
name he drew. Some maidens 
tried to attract attention to' 
their cards by lavishly decor- 
ating them. 

Gradually the holiday was 
adopted by ttie Christians along 
with the commemoration of St. 
Valentine's death, and l>ecame 
a ttme tor excbuginglove mes- 
sages as St. Valentine emerged 
as Qie patron saint of Unrers. 

In addition there was an old 
European belfef that on Feb. 14 
each year the birds began to 
find their mates.

Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools has been selected as 
one of nine Jfat^onal Finalists 
In the 1970 Encyclopedia Brit- 
annica School Library Awards. 

The Virginia school system, 
cited for significant improve- 
ment in the development of its 
elementary school library me- 
dia program, is eligible to share 
in awards totaling $5,000, 
Charles E. Swanson, president 
of the publishing firm, said.

Insurance 
A vailahle 
For Vets 



The Veterans Administration 
said recently that hundreds of 
Virginia disabled veterans are 
not taking advantage of valu- 
able low-cost insurance avail* 
able to them. 

The Roanoke VA Regional 
Office said that VA disabUity 
ratings., result in more than 
7,000 veterans being added to 
the nation's rolls each month. 

When they are, Uiey are en- 
couraged to s^ply for the special 
RH insurance with premiums 
so low that a 25-year old vet- . 
eran, for example, can start a 
$10,000 insurance prograin for 
$2.60 a montii. "Thus, $10,000 
RH and $10,000 converted SGU 
at ^tsQidard r atesnmo ws dls- 
abled veterans an opportuidty 
to carry $20,000 insurance at 
eoniparatively low premluins. 
Maiqr could not (ii^Uyfdtottier 
insurance or could do so only 
at increased premiums," the 
VA pointed out. 

RH National Service Life In- 
surance is available to veterans 
separated from service after 
April 24, 1951, who have been 
rated by ttie VA as having a 
service-connected disability. 

Applics^ons for RH insurance 
must be submitted within one 
year from the date VA estab- 
lishes ttie disability, and is 
available whether or not vet- 
erans have converted their 
Servicemen's Government Life 
Insurance to a private policy 
after they got out of military 
s«rvice. 

The VA urged disabled vet- 
erans to get additional inform- 
ation from ttieir local VA of- 
fice as soon as possible after 
receiving disability rating. A 
legally appointed guardian or 
other person acting in a vet- 
eran's behalf may apply if the 
veteran is incompetent.

The overall rejection of the 
so-called Bayfront plan pre- 
pored by the plonnln^ depart- 
ment mystifies. In fact the re- 
jection cdhie as Q slioclctomany 
residents of the area, to a 
number of businessmen there 
and especially to the planning 
deportment, which liad prepared 
it, based on an earlier meet- 
ing with residents. 

The hard woric which went 
into the plan brought about the 
emergence of a long-range land 
use proposal that would have 
made the Chesapealce Bay front 
adJacoH to Shore Drive from 
Little Creole to Seashore State 
Park into onother tourist and 
resort mecca. At the same 
time the fine residential areas 
now existing would have been 
prelected and enhanced. 

But old cQtt<Hi®$, non-con- 
forminp Ixisfhessei and the 
many open areas, particularly 
in and around Chesapealce Beach 



would have been designated as 
areas for resort-oriented act- 
ivities. Oddly enough those In 
attendance at the publ ic meeting 
want this old, too little-used 
area to remain as it is, and 
they do not even wish an op- 
portunity to make their for- 
tune under the plan. 

From discussions following 
the meeting, it appears that 
concensus may not be what 
Came out of that meeting. But 
if It is, more's the pity. The 
area has so much potential 
and can be so highly developed 
with new roads and new facil- 
ities that it is shameful to let 
It go to wdsto. We urge thoso 
in opposition to take a long 
look into the future and to 
reconsider their stand, and we 
urge the planners to attempt to 
soive thfs, while at the same 
time figirting for what they, 
as professlonais, know is right.

New Buou to Report Weather Along East Coast 



A dual effort to improve the 
ESSA Weather Bureau's fore- 
casting for the East Coast got 
underway recently when the 
Coast Guard's firsit environ- 
mental reporting buoy-Jeft 
Portsmouth towed by the UJS. 
CoastGuard Cutter C HEROKEE. 

The buoy is now statibned 
approximately 125 miles eastoi 
Virginia Beach on the northern 
edge of the main Gulf Stream. 
Later this mpnth^' 200 miles 
to the north-east, the Coas' 
Guard Cutter GRESHAM will 
man Ocean Weather Station 
"Hotel", the second part of this 
floating weather station team. 

The experimental buoy is 
scheduled to b& operating this 
week, about two weeks prior 
to the deployment of the GRES- 
HAM, Data gathered by these 
floating weather stations will l>e 
transmitted to the main U.S. 
weather teletype network for 
use in forecasting. The Weather 
Bureau has discovered that 
severe weather conditions 
formed in this area can migrate 
northward along the Atlantic 
Coast undetected by shore - 
based facilities. 



It is hoped thaljdata supplied 
by the weather buoy and the 
GRESHAM will provide fore- 
casters with information to pre- 
dict more accurately weather 
for the Northeastern states, 
and forewarn the citizens of 
storms such as the one that 
blanketed most of New England 
last February. 

The 100 ton buoy"40 feet 
in diameter with a 45 foot 
mast— will gather hourly data 
on air and water temperatures, 
barometric pressure, winds, 
dew point, solar radiation, pre- 
cipitation and surface water 
currents. The data will be 
stored in a computer housed in 
the bouy. Every, six hours a 
shore -based computer more 
than 3000 miles away will re- 
motely interrogate the buoy's 
computer and receive and in- 
terpret its radio transmission. 

The shore computer and radio 
unit will be maintained by per- 
.sonnel of the Convair Division 
of the^ General Dynamics Corp- 
oration under contract to the 
Coast Guard. The facility, lo- 
cated at the Scripps Institution 
of Oceanography in La jolla.

Hubert J. Bissett,, the new 
president of the Virginia Beach 
Board of Realtors, told mem- 
bers at his installation last 
week, he was looking forward 
to "ahother good year" in 197Q. 

When he elaborated on the 
prospects later, he indicated it 
may not be completely void 
of problems' for local Realtors. 

The big bottleneck on the local 
real estate scene lies with th6 
present interest rate ceiling 
for home financing loans for 
private citizens he said. State- 
regulated usury laws have set 
ttie ceiling at eight percent. 
According to Bissett this leaves 
prospective home builders up 
against even greater odds than 
just a "tight" money market. 

"There is na money market 
in Virginia Beach," he said. 



"The stale usury law has choked 
off ,home financing." Bissett 
explained that since Virginia 
is a capital inflow state, where 
most investment money is 
supplied by large firms outside 
the state, it does not offer a 
lucrative inyestment opportun- 
ity to these outside firms under 
the present legislation. 

"Why should a firm put Its 
money into Virginia and be 
limited to an eight percent rate 
when It can Invest elsewhere 
at higher rates?" Virginia is 
one of 22 states which sets 
an eight percent ceiling on in- 
terest rates. Only 5 states have 
no controls at all on their rates. 
^Bissett thinks It is impractical 
for states to regulate interest 
rates. 

"This should be done only on 
a national basis. And even then

If you have a small outt)oard 
motor which hasn't been used 
since the last fishing trip last 
fall, now is the time to get 
it out and ready it for the 
summer fun. 

Check the lower unit for wear 
and make sure ther^ is enough 
oil in it. Clean the plugs and, 
if needed replace the old plugs 
with new ones. Squirt oil into 
the cyliiiders and turnithe motor 
over a few times. This will 
prevent it from'' sticking. Oil 
all moving parts and put grease 
in each fitting until it can be 
detected coming out of the Joint. 

These thing should also be 
checked on larger motors if 
not used year round. Then toey 
should be checked whenever 
possible. 

The next is somthing that's 
a must. Repack the wheel 
bearing on your boat trailer. 
The wheels are generally small 
so they must revolve more 
times and at a faster rate 
than your automobile tires so 
a lot of heat is generated by 
the bearings. If not properly 
greased they will wear out 
quickly and cause you taach 

delay. 

Rust must be scraped off and 
a new, good grade of paint 
applied to the trailor.

Thomii^ §; i^own, long an 
educator and now executivedlr- 
ector of the Friends Council 
on Education, when he vtoited 
the Friends School of Virginia 
Beach recently commented, 
"Schools are factories across 
the country producing a stand- 
ard product. Thto is wicked. 
They should not be learning 
to be standard producte but 
learning the standards of being 
human beings." 

The Friends Council on Ed- 
ucation is an associaUon of 
Quaker educational instltutioBs, 
which todudes some 60 ele- 
mentary and secondary schools 
aM colleges under the auspices 
of the Quakers. As executive 
director. Brown vtoite them 
all periodically. 

The Council was organised 
to toe 1930*8,. For many years, 
however, it was dependent on 
contributions from the Sod^ 
of Frjlends and from schools, i 
Then Susan Vanderpoel Clark 
of toe Singer sewtog machine 
&mily left the income from 
her estote to go to strength- 
entog toefkculty and curri<»lum 
of Friend's schools. This am- 
ounte to about $120,000 a year. 

Brown said that toe schools 
range from toe very convra- 



tional to toe veryejQwrlmentid. 
He described a school to De- 
troit which toe Frlento are 
Qpeiatiyog in .copperatton .with 
the City. It is to a ghetto ar«i[, 
and half of toe stodeiifai are 
l^etto residento and hiOf come 
from putolde. The school to 
Virginto Beach to non-graded. 
Some are(lBy schools anifsome 
are boarding schools. Brown 
describes his Job as "trjing 
to brii^ this very diverse group

Brown described several 
future educatfonal plans for the 
Friends.

"We must learn how to bring 
toto toe curriculum of our 
schools that which will heto 
kids understand conflid and 
respond creatively to conflid 
so no unnecessary vtolencewiU 
erupt because toey don't know 
how to handle it. Wito toe en- 
vironmental aspect of ourooun- 
fry today it could be very im- 
portant," 

He suggested two more cen- 
ters also. One would be to a 
large city and have residence 
fadlities.Sfudento fromsdiools 
all over toe country coiidd visit 
to study specific metropolitan 
subjecte, such as law^ courts, 
slums, poyer^. Ilirouldbeopen 
by appoiitfinent all year. 

A sindlar center would be 
built to toe wilderness for toe 
study of biology, ecology, poll- 
ution.

March of this year. Oversee- 
ing -that move is the Center's 
new Administrator, Capt. 
Burns Spore.

Al- 
though the Center is not a hos- 
pital it does have a professional

Northhampton; Fees are Ijased 
on a "sliding scale" determin- 
ed by the patients ability to pay 
, and distance from the center. 
r!if!!r?gt}ents::cp-mr't0' the Center 
from all walks of life, they 
may be referred by public health 
^ departments, 'welfare depart- 
ments, physicians, medical fac- 
:__^ilities,_ schools, courts;, state 
mental hospitals or par«its. 
Any person who feels he needs 
help may also come to the 
Cei^f vrti^Krily* . z- 

Visits ape. by appointment, 
but ^heredte no delay in the 
case of an emergency. Pre- 
sently patients do have to wait 
up to three months to see the' 
one full-time psychiatrist. Dr. 
James N. Williams. 

Other full-time members of 
the staff are Mrs. Elizabeth 
Bimson,^^ psych is trie social 
worker, and Mrs. Thomasine 
Cublne, after care social work- 
er. Dr. James A. Hague works 
part-time with the Center, but 
they are hopeful be will soon 
become a Ml-tlme psychiatrist 
with them.

offered by the Center, "We 
will be able to offer so much 
more at the new building. Now 
we are just renters. The staff 
is so overworked they haven't 
had time for public relations." 

But Capt. Spore hopes to close 
the communications, gap bet- 
ween the public and the center. 
Besides being in diarge of the 
Center's physical plant and em- 
ployees he also handles busin- 
ess affairs and public relations. 

Ca^pt. Spore recently- retired 
after 30 years with the Navy, 
He has been a resident of Vir- 
ginia Beach for the last five 
years with one year away In 
Vietnam. He applied for the 
position with the Center l}ecause 
he "likes working with people 
andJjelping people."

Answers Qualified 



The readers of SUN SURVEY 
who responded to last week's 
question fall into two general 
categories. They either want all 
the cake or they want the cake 
and want to eat it also. 
, Percentages in favor of or 
aq^Onst the proposal in last 
w^'s question are not accur- 
ate since nearly everyone is 
unalterably for high edU9ational 
standards. In apswer to the 
question, "Should state and fed- 
eral sources, who required 
rigid standards for public »i- 
ucatlon, be strongly urged to 
provide new, additional funds 
to malntein those standards to 
keep progress from being cur- 
tailed?", 71 per cent said 
"Yes", but with a number of 
comments of reservation. The 
other 29 per cent said "No", 
bi^ also with many reservations. 

Generally everyone favored 
the hi^ standards of education 
for our young people and no 
curtailment of these proirams, 
but nnny said Ihey felt the pro- 
grams stould i}e no more rigid 
or-fMPOg ra s siva than the l ocal ity, 
cotqiled with the State awi fed- 
eral government could afford. 



Many also favored the standard 
setters finding some way of 
funding also. But many of those 
opposed a hike in their taxes 
to pay for it. 

Those oi^iosed to the federal 
and state funding also generally 
favored high standards, mostly 
because it would mean a raise 
in their taxes, and a number 
suggested a slowdown insetting 
the standards to let the money 
catch up with the demand. 

While the public opinion poll 
does not profess to represent 
the thinking of all residents of 
Virginia Beach, it does repre- " 
sent the thinking of a cross 
section of those who took time 
to clip it and return it to us.

It^s a day to mark on- the 
caltnAar because it von'tbap- 
pen a^Un ontil well alter the 
year 2000. Hie last time it 
happened in this area was 1900. 

Astronomers, photographers, 
news media, scientific organ- 
izations, teaching groiqs, stu- 
dent grotqps and the simply 
curious are expected to flock 
to the Virginia Beach area from 
as far as Japan to view this 
sight which many consider the 
grandest si^t in all nature. 

The ecl4se will begin at 
alMut 12:17 p.m. and end at 
aboid 2:51 p^m. Tojtality, or the 
time when tiie moon completely 
blodffi the path of the sun and 
causes darkness mudi, like 



are also not visible at every 
eclipse. 

When the eclopse begins the 
first sip is a notdi at the 
edge of the sun which grows 
larger until it looks like a 
"bite." 

At totality the solar atmos- 
phere comes into view and ttie 
chxbmosphere, the red promin- 
ences; and the corona are 
visible. 

The coronastretches outward 
from the sun u)d may sendlong 
streamers aciross the sky. 

As the sun is darkened it 
will a^tear to be gradually 
shrink^g andapurplish-oruige 
lig^t will spread across(the sky.

To either side of theteltof 
totality there is a partial zone 
from which the sun is not com- 
pletely covered. Astronomers 
cannot really benefit from a 
patrial eclipse although it Is 
worth viewine- 

' . Those at ttie ^center of the 
edipse-meantill those in the 
Viiiginia, Beach area-are Indeed 
fortunate because it is seldom 
that a total eclipse can be seen 
from any particular part of 
the earth. 

One impressive event is the 
aiqiroach of the moon's shadow 
which rush^ across the ground 
at a ^t speed and reaches the

often not prepared. 

The observer should alsolook 
Sbr the shadow-bands, the wavy 
lines which appeiar on surfaces 
such as walls and roofs of 
houses, they are due purely to, 
the earth's atmosphere and have 
nothing to do with the sun. They

Beads (in honor of the astron- 
omer Francis Baily). They are 
luminous points around the edge 
of the moon due to rays from 
the sun passing through lunar 
valleys. 

At the instant when totality 
ends the first part of the sun 
to reappear gives the effect 
known as the "diamond ring." 
Which only lasts a short time. 

The "main glory" of a total 
eclipse lies in the corona, whidi 
is of great size and is made 
up of rare gases at extremely 
hip temperatures. It is only 
visible at the time of total 

eclipse. 

The ancient Chinese be- 
lieved than an eclipse was a 
hungry dragon trying to eat 
the sun. They beat drums and 
shouted until the dragon event- 
ually "went away." 

The Greek Anaximander 
(611-546 B. C.) . believed the 
sun was "likie a chariot wheel, 
the rim of which is hollow and 
ftiU of fire, and lets the fire 
shine out at a certain point 
in it like the nozzle of a pair 
of bellows." An eclipse was 
due to a temporary blocking 
of the hole. Later Greeks fig- 
ured out that the moon must 
be responsible. 

Anyone who has ever watched 
old Tarzan movies knows how 
an eclipse effects those uned- 
ucated to it. When day becomes 
nipt, it can be a frightening 
experience. 

Of course the problem of 
protecting toe eyes while view- 
ing an. eclipse is of paramount 
importance because at that time 
infra-red rays can easily ei^

State Sen. Peter K. Babalaft, 
has asked Gov. Linvrobd HoUon 
to impose the aldoftteDlvlsloD 
of StatePlanning and Community 
Affairs in seeking a solution to 
Tldewater*s airport crisis. 
Babalas made the suggestion in 
a letter to the governor %hldi 
he read to the VirgiBla Beach 
Jaycees Tuesday night at the 
Black Angus Restaurant. 

In the letter, Babalas stated, 
"The Norfolk Munich Air- 
port is inadequate and regard- 
less of how much money is spent 
will never accomodate the fo^ 
ulation demands in ttie future." 
He petitioned the fovernor to 
use "a little benevolent auto- 
cracy" to push the "wayward 
Tidewater Communitiesar...**.* 
along the path pf blissful niar- 
riage." He suggested the state 
agency could first usepenuas- 
ion to stimulate a Joint effort 
on the matter* 

"U the cities donft cooperate, 
then Ignore them," the letter 
read. "TheDlvision..;..iaobop^ 
eration with the federal agencies 
can create such afaciUty using 
all federal and state funia." 
Sen. Babalas predicted the 
: governor's influence would be 
sufficient to precipitate a coop- 
erative solution by the four 
Tidewater communities and 
said the situation was analogous 
to Uie one which formed file Un- 
ification of Ports Commission. 
He said the state should exert 
pressure "just as the federal 
pvernment has prodded Vir- 
ginia into so many areas and 
just as you (the governor) will 
do when you 'dangle' the $10 
million to^ush them into port 
unificatlon!v 

Babalas told the Jaycees fint 
southside communities cannot 
act by themselves in time to 
prevent a major air traffic 
crisis. This' is why the state 
planning division mi(^,be wise 
to ignore ttie eornmuaities if 
they cannot cooperate, he said. 
"At times a little benevolent 
dictatorship is ahandy weapon." 
The senator blamed "petty 
jealousies, politics and provin- 
cial thinkws," for the current 
bottleneck.

Sen. Babalas ruled out bofii

conservationists. He stressed 
the danpr aspects of Uie pres- 
ent congested location. 

"Om- day we may have a 
terrible disaster on our 
hands." he said.

Bonds May Be Test of limit 



Money matters of one kinder 
another consumed much of the 
regidar C ity Counc il meeting 
Monday.^ 

In yAiat appeared to be a 
routine matter Council finally 
iypproved the authorization of 
sale of municipal bonds, fol- 
lowhig a half-hour closed door 
session witti ttie city's finan- 
cial advisor, Lawrence Wales 
offbeat and Co. 

But file aUfiiorization may 
prove to be far from routine 
since $1.5 that the city asked 
the State Commission on Local 
Debt to help sell for fiinncing 
school and sewer bonds were 
voted on andai^rovedin issues 
which stated fiiat fiie interest 
rate could be no hl^er than 
six per cent. 

The bond market has been 
hi^er than six per cent for 
sometime and only tills week did 
the Virginia General Assenibly 
hike the maximum interest rate 
sblhat fiiel»nds could be sold. 



The city's bonding attorney, 
Harry Frazier, now questions 
the validity of tiie sale at a new, 
increased interest rate. He says 
a test case that could have state- 
wide effects may be brought 
in tiie matter. Several sources 
say they hope a case wiU come 
about to settie the matter im- 
mediately before there are aiqr 
challenges to the sale of bonds. 

The $1.5 million is mostty 
for sewers, witti only $250,000 
being allocated for school im- 
provements. In addition Tues- 
day Council rescinded its aufii- 
ority to sell $4.75 in school 
bonds approved in 1968, in order 
to make ofiier plans for fiie sale 
of ttiose bonds. Those "oUier 
plans" were n otdtj sclosed, but 
It is assumed^^y were dis- 
cussed in file closed-dpor ses- 
sion. V; 

If fi test case does come in 
the bond matter, a dedsien is 
expected by June.

The cost of water in Virginia 
Bmh is too high. No one can 
argue that, since Norfollc, which 
owns the Virginia Beach water 
suinilyt charges the resort city 
residents exactly double what 
its own residents poy for the 
sannve water. 

The long awaited consultants' 
study of the feasibility of re- 
ducing water costs through a 
regional water authority served 
oily to iffideriine what every- 
one has been rather certain of 
for a long time. The report 
said unequivocably the cost 
could be reduced, and reduced 
substantially, depeniding upon 
several qlternotive paths taken. 

The study was undertaken by 
the newly -created Southeast 
Virginia Planning District and 
Visions the inclusion of the 
efitire district, which includes 
several surrounding counties 
and the four-clty-south Tlde- 
woterarea. 

Now that the economics are 
clears, the mechanics must be 
Qonsidered. And that would 
d|>pear to be up to the folks 
who own the water. Any further 
steps must be taken by Norfolk 
(|nd Portsmouth. 

1 Ideally the regionol water 
iuthority appears the qnsweir 
to the needs of the entire area 



in the future. But whether all 
the problems creation of such 
authority is likely to find can 
be worked out successftjily re- 
mains to be seen. Hoepfully the 
regional planning district com- 
mission, composed of elected 
representatives from the mem- 
ber political subdivisions con 
bring about harmony and pro- 
gress. 

Additionally the new spirit of 
cooperation between the cities 
of Norfolk, Portsmouth, Chesa- 
peake and Virginia Beach can 
be sueful in this situation also. 
NOW that the "areawide coop- 
eration" talks are open again, 
without the mention of that other 
word, this would seem to be 
a fully worthwhile and appro- 
priate project for this forum of 
top-level executives' from the 
four cities. 

Certainly water may- not be 
the only drea in which- adrastic 
savings can be found for the 
population of the area. And 
obviously a savings for the 
cities can be passed along to 
tne residents.

Virginia's deer death toll 
from Don-hunting causes tot- 
aled 3,395 for the 1969 cal- 
endar year, according to tags 
turned in by Gape Wardens 
from around the state. Auto- 
m<Aile8 killed 2,154 on the 
state's hi^ways, more than 
the legal hunting kill in any 
one Virginia County. 

Illegal hunting activities ac- 
countcjd for 918, many of which 
were seized by wardens as ev- 
idence in cases of spotlighting 
and out of season hunting. 
Farmers eliminated 95 deer 
that were damaging crops, and 
24 more destroyed on airport 
prc^rties to reduce the hazard 
to aircraft. 

Fences in the state claimed 
93 deer that became entangled 
s trying to jump or push throu^ 
them. Free ranging dogs were 
credited wiOi 76, a very small 
.part of the total to be lost 
to this hazard. Trains collided 
with 26 deer, and 17 drowned 
' in steep sides pits or when 
they ttokB throu^ ice. 
I Deer weren't the only wild- 
life dialked vq) to accidente 
' during the year. Automobile 
are known to have claimed 18 
turiceys and three bears as 
•well. Twenty turkeys were re- 
cQverecl In conqe ctton with il- 
legal hunting.

ThentiieSooth- 
eastern Tidewater Oppqrtanity 
Program "helped ttie pecq^ 
help themselves." Next the Hu- 
man Relations Council led two 
successful cleanups of tte urea 
"but we still had abaad^Md 
cars." 

^ He pointed out thatinadditlcm 
to trash, 200 junked cars were 
removed and five acres acqidr- 
ed for a park. 

In conclusion he said, "My 
problems affect you. Your pro- 
blems affect me. We have to 
stick tocher." 

Lt. Livingston said that file f 
Department of Defense tod en- 
courage d inllitaiyinstallattoiiB 
to take a more active part 
in community affairs. I'When 
the Seatack ■cleanupcamealm^ 
Capt, Shroeder really Jumiied 
at the chance. Hehadbeenlo^-

He said helping In Seatadc 
had been beneficial to the Navy 
as well as to Seatadc. "Some 
have called and wanted to know 
when we're going to get iMCk 
to Seatack (waiting for good 
weather). The enthusiasm of the 
men has shown that the base 
is benefitting as well as Seatack. 

Tennis said that things gfAng 
on in Virginia Beach will even- 
tually affect the nation. "The 
whole is equal to the sum of 
its parts.

He added, "If we work with 
you now to make Virginia Beach 
more beautiful we can t)e a- 
ssured of making America nu)re 
beautiful in the long run."

Men of ttie Virginia Beach 
Borough Volunteer Rescue 
Squad have won the first place 
troi*y for the second time In 
competing ^th other rescue 
squads in District Two of the 
Virginia State Assodatlon of 
Rescue Squads. 

Hie competition was held at 
Toano with the James City 
County Rescue Squad acting as 
host for the Association's dUs- 
trlct meeting. OUier volunteer 
squads wto took part In the first 
aid competition. In addition to 
the Beach Borough Squad, In- 
cluded Plaza Rescue Squad, 
Creeds Resctie Squad, Nanse- 
mond- Suffolk Squad, Isle of 
Wight Squad and t^e James City 
County Squad. 

Each rescue squad competing 
was given the same simulated 
problem to solve and were 
judged on a point system for 
the manner in which they re- 
sponded to the situation and in 
the treating of injuries which 
were obvious, as well as their 
ability to diagnose and properly 
treat injuries which were not 
obvious. 

The simulated treatment con- 
sisted of requesting each squad 
to find and treat all injuries 
sustained by a man who theoi:- 
eUcallv fen from a 16» foot 



step ladder onto a concrete 
floor while changing a celii« 
tight bulb. Injuries' which were 
aniarent included swelling of 
the right leg and profuse bleed- 
ing of the palm of one hand. 
Other simulated Injuries, which 
were not apparent and htul tobe 
determined by rescue squad 
meml>ers, included possible in- 
ternal and head injuries. 

Those who represented the 
Beach Borough Squad in the 
comitttitlon included Capt. W. J. 
Blackburn, Ira W. Whitehurst, 
Ellis J. Mills and J.E.Brammer. 
The team earned the first place 
first aid award by earning 201 
points out of a possible score 
of 205 points in meeting thesit- 
uation. Earning the first place 
trophy is especially sipificant 
for these men since each has
